He suggested that we continue te make every 
eifert to work eut semething with Mr. Campbell and added that ws shauld 
net be -tea concerced about unwarranted intervention in the saveuchered 
aide. 

i meationed to Mr. Smart the recent meeting with Representative 
clement J. fablocki, General Cabell and myself in which Zablocki indicated 
sie earlier decaselens this year with the Speaker of the House ca the 
gabject of a Jaint Committee on Intelligence. Smart was further adtvieed 
that Zableckt had raised the subject of 4 report by the Kilday Subcommittes 
atating that he was awaiting the report te determine what, Wf any, further 
action shewld be taken with reapect to a Joint Committee on Intelligence. 
At tiret Mr. Seatt simply stated “thers ten't going te be any." Upon 
posing the question of why not, he gave it 2 second thought and stated he 
would think about the matter and possibly discuss lt with Mr. Kilday.
